“"McCulloch's Path." The first trail through the Glades. George Washington
stoppad hers, September 26, 1784,

“Charles Friend's Home."” George Washington stopped here on Septem-
Spr 26, 1784, looking for the best route from the Potomac to the Ohio

war,

“Bear Camp.” General Braddock's 6th Camp on the march to Fort Du-
quesne, June 20-21, 1755,

Where George Washington was taken sick and remained for a few days
till he could procead and catch up with Braddock.

*The Little Crossings' of the Yllunhia?hony River (now called Castleman’s
River). Old stone arch bridge built in 1813. An arch of 80 fool span, the
longest built up to that timao,

“Little Meadows.” Braddock's fourth Camp on the march to “Fort
Duquesne,” 1755, Washington stopped here many times afterwards,

“"Martin's Plantation" (near Frostburg), Braddock’s 2nd Camp, 1755,

First Toll Gate Houso on National Road

Bronze tablet on boulder, in memory of the Pioneers who traveled this
historic road. Erected by the D. A. R.

The National Road, First internal improvement undertaken by the U, S,
Government,

First Iron Rails manufactured in the U, S. at Mt, Savage,

“The Narrows,” the bridge to carry the new route of the National Highway
ovar Will's Greak, built 1883,

“Washington’s Road." Wuhinglun'a troops first opened this road from
Cumberland to Reas-Town (Bedford, Pa.) in July, 1758,

Where Jane Frazier was captured by the Indians in 1754. Original house
still standing,

Old Fording Place across the Potomac of the Warriors Path, and site of the
Stockade Fort of Col, Thomas Cresap. Washington stopped here many
times,

“The Warriors Path." War path of the five nations of Indians of New York
State to the Carolina Mountains.

“Old Mr, Flint's Homo," Visited by Washington in 1769, while visiting
at Berkeley Springs, W. Va.

Site of Tonoloway Fort. Built 17565 as a protection against the Indians.
It now belongs to the State.

S1. Thomas Church, Hancock. Founded 1835, During 1861-62 used as a
haspital for Union Trpops. - !

Road to Fort Frederick, Built 1756, Stone fort of Colonial days in America,

Gen, J. E. B, Stuart's cavalry on his raid after the Battle of Antistam
crossed the National Road here, Oct. 10, 1862,

The Federal signal station on the top of Fairview Mountain was captured
by J. E. B, Stuart's cavalry, Oct. 10, 1862,

“The Bank Road" built betwsen 1816-21, Financed by the Banks of
Maryland in consideration of the renewal of their Charters.

Gen, Lea's ammunition train captured here, September 15, 1862

Gen, J, E. B. Stuart attacked a large Pennsylvania force here September
20, 1862, but being outnumbered retired across the Potomac.

Willlamsport. An important point during the French and Indian War, It
was considerad as one of tha sites for the capital of the United States,
but George Washington chose the site of the prasent Washington, D. C.

The Long Meadow, Originally patented in 1739 to Colonel Thomas Cresap.

Mason and Dixon Line, The 105th Milestone erected in 1763. The 104th,
103rd, 102nd and 10Mst with M, on the Maryland side and P. on the
Pennsylvania are all visible along the road.

Mason and Dixon Line. The 100th Milestone. One of the “Crown’ stones
sal avery five miles. On one side Lord Baltimore's coat of arms, and
William Pann’s on the other.

Gen. Robert E. Lea entered Hagerstown Sepl. 11, 1862, along this road.

Harpers Ferry Bridge where John Brown crossed in his raid on Harpers
Ferry, Oct. 17, 1859,

Washington-Frederick County Line. Washington County was the first
County in the U. S. named for the Father of his country.

““‘Crampton’'s Gap’" and "South Mountain,"” an important battie of Sepl.
14-15, 1862. Six U. 8. markers mark the spot, and a large stone arch
crowns the crest.

""Needwood Forest," the home of Governor Thomas Sim Lee.

Braddock's Heights and Braddock's Spring, marked by a bronze tablet
on a large boulder,

Where Gen. Meade took command of the Federal Army.

Frederick. (al Site of the Brothers Tavern where Washington stopped.
(b) Stalue at grave of Francis Scott Key. (¢) Tablet at old barracks
built in 1777, (d) Tablet at corner of Church and Market Streets, (a)
Taney House (Bantz Street). () Barbara Fritchie House.

Governor Johnsan's House, where Washington stopped several times,
Winfield Scott Schlay was born here,

Catoctin Furnace, an important Iron Furnace during the Revolution, 1776,

“Jug Bridge,"” where Lafayette was met by the Citizens of Frederick, 1824,

Headquarters of Generals Robert E, Lee, Stonewall Jackson and Long-
street Sept. 6-9, 1862

“Monocacy Battlefield,” July 9, 1864. Apply for pamphlets at Frederick.

“Carrollton,” 10,000 acres of land from which Charles Carroll derived the
title, Charles Carroll of Carroliton.

Route taken by Gen. Anthony Wayne in 1781 on his march from Phila-
dalphia to Virginia.

““Amelung Glass Works." First glass works in America was established
hore in 1789.

Sugar Loaf Mountain, So called by Baron Graffenried, a Swiss Nobleman,
in 1710,

"“Whites Forry.” Important crossing of the Potomac during the Civil War,

Woodstock. Farm owned by Washington at the time of his death,

Rockville. (a) Site of camping grounds of Braddock's troops, 1765, (b)
J, E. B. Stuart’s raid, 1863,

Groal Falls of the Potomac. One of the most picturssque spots in Maryland,

Wastminster. The first complete county rural free delivery service in the
United Stales.

Union Mills. Gen. J. E. B. Stuart's Camp on Juns 29, 1863, and Gen, Jamas
Barnes' Camp on June 30, 1863, on their way to Gettysburg.

“Cookerly’s Tavern.” Washinglon stopped here on July 1, 1791,

“Tarra Rubra." Birthplace of Francis Scott Key.

Old Friends Meeting House, of which Presivent Hoover's ancestors
ware membars.

First Reaping Machine in the world was invented here.

"Doughoregan Manor.” The home of Charles Carroll of Carroliton, The
last surviver of the signers of the Declaration of Independanca.

“Ellicott's Mille."” Terminus of the B. & O. R. R. in 1830

“Rolling Road.' a Colonial road built for the purpose of rolling hogheads
of tobacco to Elk Ridge Landing.

NORTH CENTRAL MARYLAND

Site of Home of Governor Augustus W. Bradford which was burned by
Confederate troops on July 11, 1864,

“*Garrison Forest Church.” Built for tho Forest inhabitants of 5t. Paul's
Church, Baltimors, 1742,

Old Court Road, The original road leading to the Court at Joppa Town.

Thinmﬂﬂld United States Arsonal. Built in 1816 aftor tho closs of the War of

“The Garrison Fort." Built in 1695 as a protection against hostile Indians.

“The Eagle's Nest." Part of “The Valloy of Jehosophat” which was con-
fiscated as British owned property and repatented in 1788,

"?uinn" or “Sweot Air,” Patonted 1704, Long associated with the Carroll
amily. House built about 1752.

Tha Baltimore and Yorktown Turnpike Road. Authorized 1805, to rebuild
the road laid out by the State in 1787,

40}!1 Milestone on the Mason and Dixon Line, surveyed and marked

“Black Horse Tavern.” Where Washington spent the night on his way
back from New York in 1773,

8L James Church, My Lady’s Manor, started 1750. (no marker).

Clynmalyra, 5,000 acres surveyad 1705 for Charles Carroll, Lord Balti-
more's Kﬂnmay—ﬁnnernl; in 1822, his great-great grandson Henry
Carroll built the house.

““My Lady's Manor." 10,000 acres owned by Lady Baroness of Baltimore.

Bel Air. County seat of Harford County since 1783, See portraits and
murals in Court House and Post Office.

"Harry Gilmor's Raid."” A serious Confederate invasion of Maryland,

“Jerusalem Mills." Established In 1772 by David Lee, a Quaker from
Buck's County, Pennsylvania.

"The Housa of lshmael Day.”” who shot a Confererate Cavalryman at-
tempting to pull down his Union flag during Harry Gilmor's raid,

“The Sweathouse Road," called from the Indian practice of throwin
water on heated stones to genorate steam, an Indian "Turkish Bath'
for a curative purpose.

Parry Hall. The home of Harry Dorsey Gough. One of the largest calonial
houses in Maryland.

“The Joppa Road.” An old Indian trail used as a route to Joppa, the
County seat of Baltimore County 1712,

The Baltimore and Harford Turnpike, built 1816,

“‘Battle of North Point,” Soptember 12, 1814.

British attack on Baltimore on the Battiefield of North Point.

Baltimore. For information regarding points of historic interest Iprlr to
the Mayor and City Council, Association of Commerce and Hotsls.

Rochambeau's Camp at Whitemarsh on his way to Yorktown, 1781, and
on his return to the north,

Site of “The Red Lion Tavern' where Washington stopped over 25 times.

“The Gunpowder River.” So called as early as 1660,

“Joppa Town.” County seat of Baltimore County, 1712 to 1768, A port
from which tob was shipped to England. Long the rival of ‘'‘Balti-
mars Town."

““The Gunpowder Neck.” One of the earliest settled portions of Baltimore
County, now the site of Fort Hoyle and Edgewood Arsenal.

Birthplace of William Paca, signer of the Declaration of Independence.

Capt. John Smith ascended to this point 1608,

Sophia‘'s Dairy, Built 1768, by Aquila Paca.

Site of "Old Baltimore,” 1683, 18t County Seat of Baltimore County.

“Spesutia P, E. Church” (St. George's Parish). Founded 1671, i

“Constant Friendship” Owned by Col, Thomas White, father of Bishop
William White,

"C;J?l;o;hury College" the first Methodist College in the world established

“Indian Spring." Where Rochambeau's heavy artillery camped after
crossing the Susquehanna Hiver.

Lafayette at Col. Rigbie's House April 13, 1781, whera he quelied a
mutiny of his soldiers.

Conowingo (site of the Conowingo Dam) an Indian name meaning ‘At
the Falls.”

Birthplace of Johns Hopkins, May 19, 1795. Founder of Johns Haopkins
Hospital and University.

“Elk Ridge Landing.” An important Colonial Port for the shipment of
tobacco.

“Spurrier's Tavern." Visited over twenty-five times by Washington.

“Montpelier.’” The Colonial home of Col. Thomas Snowden,

The first telegram ever sent in the world passed this spot May 24, 1844,

"\{_an Horn's Tavern.” A Colonial Inn at which Washingtan stopped many
imes.

“Rhodes’ Tavern,” George Washington's last stopping place in Maryland.

The second Agricultural College in the Western Hemisphara started 1754,

"Rossburg Inn."" A famous Colonial stopping place.

"“Adelphi Mill."" Built 1796.

“Bladensburp.” Site of the Battle of Bladensburg, War of 1812,

“"Mount Lubentia.” The home and school of the Rev. Jonathan Boucher,
the tutor of Jackie Custis,

"8t Barnabas Church,” erected in 1774, Washington and Gavernor Eden
attended services here together,

“"Northampton.” The birthplace of Albert Lord Fairfax.

“"Quesn Anno.” A post town in 1707, where Washington stopped,

“Tulip HilL." Colonial home of Samuel Galloway, built in 1756,

"Rawlings' Tavern," Washington dined here on September 26, 1773,

“Larkins Hills,"" whare Lord Baltimore and the Assembly met, 1683,

William Penn came to the home of Colonel Thomas Tailler on Decembaer
13, 1682, for his first conference with Charlos Lord Baltimore as to the
location of the Maryland-Pennsylvania Boundary Line,

William Penn attended a meeting of the Friends (Quakers) at Thomas
Hooker's in 1682,

Marlboro County seat of Prince Gearge's County since 1720

Site of home and grave of Dr. Beanes whase arrest by the British in 1814,
indirectly provided occasion for Francis Scott Key to write the “Star
Spangled Banner.”

“De La Brooke Manor."” Surveyed in 1650 for Robert Brooke, Commander
of Charles County.

"“Three Notch Road."” An early law provided that three notches marked on
trees indicatod a road to a ferry.

Charlatte Hall School, continuously open since 1796,

“Ya Coole Springs.” The firsl medicinal springs in America.

Banedicl. British troops landed here August, 1814,

“District Line.” Point whora Washington first entered Prince George's
County, Maryland (1751).

"Oxon Hill." Home of the Addison family. John Hanson died hero.

“‘Broad Creek Church.” Mather Church of tha District of Columbia, erected
in 1723,

Fort Washington built by Major L'Enfant who laid out the City of Wash-
Ington.

""Piscataway Town." Visited by Governor Leonard Calvert, March 1634,
(bafore he landed at St. Mary's) to visit the Indian Emparor.

Marshall Hall. Maryland landing of Washington's private farry.

“Araby,” The Colonial home of Widow Eilbeck, whosa daughtar married
George Mason,

"Widow Chapman's.” Mt. Aventine on the Potomac opposite Gunston
Hall, Virginia. :

“Governor Smallwood's Home." Washington here in October, 1785.

“Durham Church.” Built 1732, Rebuilt in 1791,

“Washington's Farm."” 600 acres acquired by him in 1775,

“The Retreat. Home of Daniel of St. Thomas of Jenifer.

““Rose Hill." The home of Dr. Gustavus Brown, one of Washington's
physicians,

“Habre do Venturs," the home of Thomas Stone, signer of the Declaration
of Independenca,

Port Tobaceo. The County Seat of Charles County until 1895,

‘“"La Grange,” the home of Dr. James Craik, Washington's lifelong friand
and physiclan.

“Samusl Cox's Farm,” where John Wilkes Booth and his accomplice hid
for several days.

Cadar Poinl, Washington's schooner ran aground here in February, 1766,

“Laidlow's Farry." Washington crossad here many times on his way to
Williamsburg.

The birthplace of Roger Brooke Taney, Chief Justice of the United States,
183664,

“The Clifts of Calvert.” Ona of the most ploturesque apots in Maryland,

“Praston on Patuxent.” Seat of the Puritan government of Maryland,
1653-57,

‘"Mattapany,” Site of 1st Jesuit Mission, later home of Charles (3rd Lord
Baltimore).

““Manor of Cornwaley's Cross,” One of the oldest homes in Maryland,

Saint Mary's City. (a) Reproduction of State House of 1676, (b) Monument
to Leonard GJ rt. () Trinity Church, erected from bricks of first State
House of 1676. (d) Site of the 1st State House, (a) Governaor Lionel Cop-
ley’s tomb. (f) “Mattapany Street,’ the first road open in Maryland,
() "‘Freedom of Conscience’ monument. (h) “‘Father White"” memarial.
(1) “Memorial Gateway.” (j) St. Mary's Seminary, (k) Site of first mill
in Maryland.

“The Principio Company.” The first iron works in America (1715).

Charlestown, Laid out in 1742, Washington stoppad here many times.

North East, Site of the iron forges of the “Principio Company."

Elkton, originally called “Head of Elk", Important during the Revaolution.

The old “Post Road."” where it crosses the Maryland-Delaware Line.

"‘Bohemia Mannour." Patented to Augustine Harmann in 1662 “for making
the Map of the Province of Maryland.'

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“The Labadie Tracl.” 3,750 acres ocoupied 1684 by a Religious Sect who
led a communist form of life.

Warwick. Washington stopped here on his way from Fort Cumberland to
Boston, in 1756, and on several other occasions,

Birthplace of James Humsey, the inventor of the steamboat.

Guorgetown, burnad by the British on May 6, 1814,

Galena, Washington stopped hare in 1774,

Shrewsbury Church and Tomb of Brigadier Ganeral John Cadwalader.

Chestertown. :al Washington College, foundad 1762, b1 Worsell's Tavern
whare Washington stopped. (o) Site of First Free School of Kent County.
id! Church where the name of “Prostestant Episcopal church” was
adopterd. For additional information apply for pamphlet at Hotels and
Chamber af Commarce.

Rock Hall. Tench Tilghman used this route in carrying the news of the
viclory of Yorkiown.

“Rock Hall Landing."” Eastern Shore Landing of the Colonial Annapolis-

a trading post, settlement and fort here in 1631.

“Bolingly."" Surveyad 1658 for James Bowling.

“Cheston-on-Wye." Survayed 1659 for John amnd William Coursey.

“Wye Plantation.,” Home of William Paca, signer of the Declaration, and
twice Governor of Maryland. He lies buried here.

“Wya Island.” Patented to Col. Philemon Lloyd 1682 as “Lloyd's Insula,”

“Clover Fiald,” 1522 acres patented to William Hamsley, 1730,

Denton. Originally calied Edenton for Robert Eden, Maryland's last
Colonial Governor and ancestor of Anthony Eden,

Preston. Started 1846 around “‘Frazier's Chapal."

Site of home of Col. William Richardson, Col. of the “Flying Camp™ of the
Eastern Shore, His tomb is located here

"Wys House." Home of the Lloyd family since Colonial times.

Saint Michagals. Attacked by the British during the War ol 1812,

“The Mannour of Ratcliffe.” Colonial home of the Hollyday family.

William Penn's visit in 1682 Lo the Friends Meeting House, the oldest frame
meeting house in America,

“‘Canterbury Manor.” Laid out for Richard Tilghman 1659,

Oxford, one of the first towns and ports authorized by Assembly in 1683.

“Hole in the Wall." Early name of this village located near Whitemarsh
Church whare Robert Morris' father lies buried.

“Compton.” Home of Governor Stevens who welcomed General Lafayette
at Fort McHenry 1825,

“Crosiadore.” The home of the Dickinson family from 16395 to the present
time. Dickinson College at Carlisle, Pa. was named after John Dickinson.

Cambridge. Originally part of the “Choptank Indian Reservation,” Made
& port of entry 1684,

“Applaby."” The home of Governor Thomas Holliday Hicks

“The Treaty Oak.” Where the sarly settlers conferred with Choptank
Indians for the purchase of land,

“Old Trinity Church." Bullt prior to 1670,

"C!&%tank Indian Reservation.”” The first Indian Reservation in America,
1 :

Rehoboth, granted Richard Lee of Virginia 1673 12350 acres|. The ancestor
of the Lees of Maryland. Gov. Thomas Sim Lee was one of tham.

“Unnacokossimmon.” Emperor of the Nanticoke Indians, lived hare in
1677.

“Patty Cannon's House." where the noted kidnapping group had head-
quarters. Described in the novel “The Entailed Hat"

“Grean Hill Town and Port," authorized by an Act of Assembly, 1706,

Birthplace of Commodore Stephen Decatur, January 5, 1779,

"Asli;i;Tinuknnsun" Indian Town!. The largest Indian town in Maryland

“Nassawango lron Furnacs,” built in 1832, by the Maryland Iron Company.

“"Birthplace of Samuel Chase," signer of the Declaration of Independence,

““Rehobeth,' It was here that Francis Makemie established Presbyterian-
ism in Maryland.

“Make Peace.” One of the finest examples of sarly Colonial houses

Maryland-Virginia Line. One of the boundary stones and one of the

Forest of bald cypress, southarn gum, cottonwood poplar and loblolly
ping, Milburn Landing Recreational Area on Pocomoke River, 7 milas
northeast of Pocomoke City off State 364, Facilities for picnicking,
opportunities for camping, hiking, fishing and hunting in season.

NATIONAL PARK SERVICE AREAS IN MARYLAND

The National Park Service of the United States Department of the Interior admin-

isters soveral areas in Maryland, as follows:

ANTIETAM NATIONAL BATTLEFIELD SITE commamorates the Civil
War battle of Antistam, somotimes called Sharpsburg, 1t is of oustanding
importance in Amarican history, since it marked the ending of General
Robert E. Lea's first invasion of the North, thereby postponing indefi-
nitaly England’s threatenad recognition of the Confederacy and giving
Presidant Lingoln the opportunity to issue his Emancipation Proclama-
tion, Tha neighborin tistam National Cemetery is also under the
administration of the Rlatianaf Park Service, since it is part of the historic
ground over which the battls was fought. It is the burial place of Federal
dead from the battles of Antistam, South Mountain, and minor engage-
ments of the region. A library and small museum, located in the adminis-
tration building at the entrance to the National Cemetery, are available
for the use of visitars. Drganizations and groups of visitors will be given
spocial servige if arrangements are made in advance with the supsrin-
tendent. Address : Sharpsburg, Maryland.

FORT McHENRY NATIONAL MONUMENT AND HISTORIC SHRINE
located in the city of Baltimore, commemorates the successful defense
of Fort McHenry against a heavy British naval bombardment in the War
of 1812 and the writing by Francis Scott Key of the “Star-Spangled
Banner." Key, detainad by the British on a small vessel anchored behind
the enemy fleat, during the night watched the spectacte of the British
throwing a continuous stream of shot, bombs, and rockels at Fort
McHanry. When dawn broke he saw the Amarican flag still flying, and
was moved to write the varses of our national anlhem.ql'he fort is a fing
esxample of late 18th century military architecturs, with bastions forming
a five-pointed star.

Fort McHenry is open to the public daily throughout the year, including

Sundays, from 7:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. The museum buildings are open

between 8 a.m, and 5 p.m. An admission fes of 10 cents is charged to

visilors more than 16 ysars of age, except that members of school groups

up 1o 18 years of age are admitted froe. Organizatiors or groups will be
iven apacial service if arrangements aré made with the superintendent,
ddross: Baltimors, Maryland.

CHESAPEAKE AND OHIO CANAL following the Potomac River from
the District of Columbia to Cumberland, Maryland, occupies a narrow
right-of-way totalling 5,253 acres. and is administered as part of the
National Capital Park System. This ald walerway, one of the |east altered
of the older Amarican canals, is an example of the aver-improving maans
of transportation that helped to bind the Nation together. Through the
natural passageway to the West afforded by the Potomao River Vallay
have passed the Indian trail, colonial wagon road, canal, rallroad, leis-
graph and telephone, and the modern superhighway, By these constantly
improving modes of communication the once widaly separated eastern
and weatern regions of the fast-growing Union ware firmly linked both
gocially and commaeroially, Twanty-two miles of tho old canal, between
Qeorgetown, D. C,, and Senpca, Maryland, have been restored by the
National Park Service, Specially conducted tours via an cld-tima mule-
drawn barge are available on the canal during the summer months.
Canoeing, boating, hiking, fishing, picnicking, nature walks, and ice
skating are among the recreational opportunities, Canoes and rowboats
may be ronted at Great Falls; and privately owned cances ars permitted
on the canal, Address: The Superintendent, National Capital Parks,
Intarior Building, Washington 25, D. C.

CATOCTIN RECREATIONAL DEMONSTRATION AREA contains ap-
approximately 10,000 acres of mountain land, maostly forested, ranging in
elevation from 500 to 1,890 feel. It is located in northern Frederick
County, 16 miles north of Fraderick near Thurmont, Maryland, on U. S,
Route 186, Group camping, picnicking, hiking, fishing and nature study
ara among the recreational opportunities. Three organized group camps,
developed on the modern “unit'’ plan, are available to civic, social, and
raligious organizations and to hiking and camping clubs, ona season,
intermediate, or short term basis. Facilities in the camps include sleep-
ing cabins, unit lodges with outdoor kitchens, sanitary facilitios in
each unit, central dining hall and kitchen, central shower house,
swimming pool and infirmary. The sleaping quarters are squipped with
iron cots, but campers must provide their own matiresses, bedding,
kitchen utensils, and dishes.
